When FBI Director J. Bdgar Hoover acknowledged 
In a filmed television Interview that his bureau was 
operating DO telephone wiretaps ncrodil~lhD countiy. 
ha In effect pleaded guilty to go violations of federal 
law.-TIte-tappIng ot telephone-wires Is a erime. It 
Is ft crime whether done by privat« .detectives for 
purposes of blackmail or by the FBI for purposes, 
aa Mr, Hoover put It, of keeping tatu on "Internal 
security cases." Congress, 1034, adopted the federal 
cooununlcatlona act with a section, 000, 'providing 
that , , . no person not being authorized by the sender 
ahall Intercept any communication and divulge or 
publish the existence, contents, subslitnce, purport, 
effect, or meaning of such Intercepted communlca 
Uon to any peraon . ^ .
